Henry VIII, chap. 14,) an instance of severity 
unknown even to the Inquisition.” (Russell’s 
Hist. of modern Europe, p. 362, vol. 2.) 

12th and 13th. Henry gave life to this image, 
and caused it to speak in the above law; and to 
act in its execution; “and cause that as many 
as would not worship the image of the beast should 
be killed.” ‘This he effected by procuring from 
the English church an acknowledgment of his 
supremacy, abandoned as he was, and a more 
abandoned wretch never swayed a sceptre, and 
by procuring an act of Parliament in 1534, giving 
him the title “of the only supreme head of the 
church of England on earth,” and by procuring 
the passage of the above law of six articles in 
1539, called by the Protestants the bloody bill, he 
caused under legal authority, upon the penalty of 
death, the worship of the beast and the worship of 
his image.
